May 21, 1695. 
N a Motion for the Comm'ttce tor Security of the 
Kingdom for enquiring iuto the Matt.r of Glenco, 
the Moft Hon. John Marquis of Tweceddale did inti- 
mate, That the King had given a Commiffion to feveral 
Perfons to make exact Enguiry in that Matter ; and that 
this Commiffion having pafled the Great Seal, the Com- 
miflioners were to meet this Afternoon. Defired by 
the Honfe, That the faid Commiffion be produced and 
read, which was agreed to. 
May 23. His Majetty’s Comm ffion under the Great 





Seal, for an Enquiry into the Matter of Glenco, being | 


read, voted, emine cuntradicente, That his Majefty’s 
High Commiffioner tranfmit the humble Thanks of the 
Parliament to his Majeity, for ordering an Enquiry in 
that Matter, whereby the Honour and Juttice of the Na- 
tion m ght be vindicated. 

It being urged, That the Commiffion fhould proceed 
with Diligence, as being a National Concern, and that 
the Difcovery be made known to the Houfe before its 
Adjournment: His Grace ailured them, that he doubted 
not of his Majefty’s giving them Satisfaction in that Point, 
and that before they parted.

thought fit to make any other Ufe of it, be made no 
Doubt it would be with that Deference and Submiffion 
to his Majetty’s Judgment that hecometh fo loyal and 
zealous a Parliament, in Vindication of the Jultice and 
Honour of his Majefty’s Government. 

Then the Report being read, with the Depofitions of 
the Witnefles, the King’s Initruétions, and the Matter ot 
Stair’s Letters, for inftructing the faid Report. 

After hearing the faid Report, it was voted, wemine 
contradicente, That his Majefty’s Inftruétions of the rth 
and 16th Days of January 1692, touching th. Highland 
Rebels, who did not accept in due Time the Leueti: of 
his Indemnity, did contain a Warrant for Mercy to al] 
without Exception who fhould offer to take the Oath of 
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Allegiance, and come in-upon Mercy, tho’ the firft Day | 
of J nuary 1,692, prefixed by the Rroclamation ot Indem- 
nity, was pa(t; and that therefore thefe Inftructions con- 
tained no Warrant for the Execution of the Glenco-mcn, 
made in February thereafter. : 

Then the Quettion ftated and voted, If the Execution 
of the Glenco-inen in February 1692, as it is reprefented | 
to the Parliament, be a Murder, or not? and carried in 
the Affirmative. ; 

It was then moved, That fince the Parliament had 
found it a Murder, it may be enquired into, who were 
the Occafion of it, the gu Ity Perfons, and Committers 
of it, and what Way and Manner they fhould be prvfe- 
cute: And after forme Debate thereon, the Method of 
the Profecution was delayed ; and it wasretolved, [bat 
this Houfe fhall again take the fame under Confideration 
firft on Wednefday next; and that the Mafter of Stair’s 
Letters be put into the Clerk’s Hands, and any of the 
Members allowed Infpeétion thereof. 

Fane 26. The Enquiry into the Perfons who were the
